Synopsis of Goal Mining Regulation 


Coal mining rights of the Domition, in Maa- 
itoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, the Yakon Ter- 
ritory, the North-wost Territories and British 
Columbia, may be lensed for a term of twenty- 
one yoara at an annual rental of $1 an acre. 
Not more than 2,560 acres will be leased to one 
applicant 

Application for a lease must be made to the 
Agent or Sub-Agent of the district in which 
the rights appited fur are situated. 

In surveyed territory the land mnat be des- 
cribed by sections, or legal anb-divisions of 
sections, and in unsarveyed territory the tract 
applied for shall be staked ont. 

Sach application mist be accorepaniod bya 
tee of $5. whieh will vo refunded if the rights 
applied forare not available but not otherwise. 

A royalty shall be paid on the morthantabe 


on, 

Every leasce of ooal mining rights which arc 
pot being operated shall furnish the district 
agent of Dominion Lands with a sworm state- 
ment to that effect at least once in each year. 

The lease will inclade the coal mining rights 
only, but the lessee muy be permitted to pur- 
chase whatever uvuilable surface rights may 
be considered necessary for the working of the 
nine at the rate of $10 nn acre.
